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ticular RELATION of the great 
VICTORY obtainedby Their Majefties 
Forces over the Iriſh Army, at Aghrim in 
Ireland, on the 1 2th of 7uly, 1691. 


(HE nth inftant we encamped on this fide Ba/linao, along the River Sc : 

It was once this day reſolved to have paſſed the River, and to march three 

_ Miles farther ro Agbrim-Caſtle, where the Enemy was encamped, and to at- 

tack them, but the great Rain that fell this day, with other Obſtacles, as of not 

perf-Qly viewing the Roads and Paſſes rhither, occaſioned our ſtay here. This Night 

Orders were given, that all our Arms ſhould be _— and put in good Order 

That the whole Army ſhould be at their Arms by two of the Clock the next morning, with- 

out cither beat of Drum or ſound of Trumpet; Powder, Ball, &c. was delivered the 
{ame night to them. 

The x2th, According to this Order of laſt Night, the Army marched eau Pg, 
leaving only at the Camp Two Mea of a Company to d our Tents: the Right 
Wing of Horſe and Foot had paſſed, our Artillery, confilting of 30 Field-pieces, march- 
ed ia three Diviſions, {v#z.) Two Demy-Culvering, Two ſhort 6 Pounders, and Five 
3 Pounders, for the Right Wing ; Two long 6 Pounders, Two ſhort 6 Pounders, and 
Five 3 Pounders, for the Left Wing and Eight fortified 12 Pounders, and Four ſhort 
d:its, for the Center or Body of the Army. 

It took ſome time to draw the Army up, which about 1z a Clock at Noon was 
done, and every thing put in order to attack the Enemy in their Camp : *Twas reſolved to 
atrack them on the Right, Left, and Center, as the Three Roads in this Paper mark'd 
A. B. C. but the Road C. running ſo much to our Right, and taking fo great a Turn 
about the Bog, with che Conſideration of the Enemies Wing not extending farther 
than D. (their Right was E.) *twas reſolved to attack only by the Road B. leading to 
their Right Wing, and the Road A. leading to the Paſs ; this made ſome ſmall Alteration 
12 the Order of Battel, as the ſending Three Squadrons from the Right Wing of the Se- 


_ cond Line to the Left of the Firſt Line, joyning the Right and Left Guns together for the 


Left: By 4 in the Afternoon the Duke of Wirtembergh marched the Left Wing by the 
Road B. which was much diſputed him, the Enemy having all encloſed Ground to defend : 
At 7 a Clock he gained the Ground F. and the Enemy drew down to him; at the ſame 


time Four Battalions paſſed over the Bog, and met with great , the whole 
Body of the Enemies Foot preſſing them Wo Lieutenant Macoy, Major- 
General 7almaſh, with the Right Wing of Horſe and Foot, puſhed the Paſs 


under the Fire of the Caſtle ; *rwas diſpured half an hour, then we gained the Top of the 
Hill at Þ. which took the Enemy in the Rear, who now begin to be in ſome Confuſion. 
The Fight laſted about two hours, ſometimes with Advantage to the Enemy, they havi 
once puſhed the Four Batralions that went over the Bog, but in a quarter of an hour rallied 
again, which, with the Two Lines, advancing, put the Enemy in ſuch diſorder, that 
they entirely broke, and each made the beſt of their Heels 3 the Horſe got off beſt ; we 
purſued them four Miles, with a great Slaughter of the Foot, which 1a all ili 

is intirely ruin'd: By Computation, there lics dead upon the Field of Battel upwards of 
5000 Men, with about 15000 Arms which they fl = their whole Artillery, (ſent 
them out of Frexce,) conſiſting of Nine Guns, with all the Tents and of their 
Army, is ours. Of their General Officers, Sarsfeild is only eſcaped ; Sy. is killed ; 
Major-General John Hamilton, Major-General Dorixgton, Brigadier Tate, Lord Belew, Colo- 
nel Cornet, Brigadier Gordean O-Neile, Licutenant-Colonel Roberts, Lord Slane, Lord Klmare, 
Lord Baffin, Colonel Butler, Colonel Grace, Major Lawleſs, Colonel Walter Bourke, Lieute- 
nant-Colonel John Baggot, Lieutenant-Colonel Jo. Braodier, Major William Bourke, Major 
Edmund Butler, with a great number of inferiour Officers, both of Horſe and Foot, are Pris 
foners: We took alſo a great many Standards and Colours.
